will be due for pension and old age bene- 
fits, but not above 85 per cent of the normal 
amount for his professional class. 

The initial pension, due after ten years 
membership in the fund, is 50 per cent of 
the monthly wage (‘including National In- 
surance premiums), if the insured person has 
at least 2.500 work days to his credit. 

Monthly wage is calculated according to 28 
times the fixed daily wage. 

The Fund does not deduct payments re- 
ceived from National Insurance for children. 

The maximum pension is 70 per cent of the 
monthly wage (including National Insurance). 
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ment according to the number of years they
